Which His Majeſty 

having taken into Conlideration, and approving of their Lordſhips Advice herein, cid accordingly Order, That Sir 

Robert Sawyer Knight, His Majeſties Attourney-General, do from time to time, as Application ſhall be made unto him 

by the ſaid Company of Merchant Adventurers, effeftually Proſecute in His Majeſties Name, all ſuch. Perſons as the 

ſaid Company ſhall Inform him, and be able to prove that they have violated their Priviledges, by 'Frading contra- 

ry to their ſaid Charters. 7
